PROHIBITION  WORKS  WELL  IN 
ROCK  ISLAND.  STANSTEAD  AND  BEEBE 

The  undersigned  citizens  of  Rock  Island,  Stanstead  and  Beebe  hereby 
certify  to  the  following: 

(1)  That  all  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  in  these  Municipal- 
ities were  abolished  May  1,  1915. 

(2)  That  business  conditions  have  improved  under  No -License,  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  the  people  being  increased  by  the  abolition  of  the  license 
system. 

(3)  That  drunkenness  has  been  very  much  lessened  under  No-License. 
The  chronic  drunkard  seems  to  have  disappeared  altogether,  and  with  the 
abolition  of  the  treating  system  a serious  temptation  has  been  removed  from 
young  men. 

(4)  That  there  are  practically  no  “blind-piggers”  nor  “boot  loggers’’.  In 
the  very  few  cases  where  men  attempted  to  conduct  “kitchen  bar-rooms’’  they 
met  speedy  justice  and  went  out  of  business.  Hotel  accommodation  remains 
practically  the  same;  if  any  change,  it  has  been  improved. 

(5)  Taken  altogether  there  has  been  a marked  change  for  the  better 
under  No-License.  This  is  shown  in  the  orderliness  of  the  community  and 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  people.

WHAT  SIXTEEN  YEARS  OF  PROHIBITION 
HAVE  DONE  FOR  ORMSTOWN 

Sixteen  years  ago  (1899)  the  efforts  of  the  temperance  workers,  though 
opposed  by  many  business  men,  were  rewarded  by  the  passing  of  a prohibit- 
ory “by-law”,  which  has  been  continuously  in  force  since  then.  Infractions 
of  this  law  are  few  and  far  between,  and  seldom  is  a drunken  person  seen  in 
our  streets.  More  especially  is  this  true  since  the  county  of  Chateauguay  in 
which  Ormstown  is  situated  has  also  gone  “dry”.  In  spite  of  the  gloomy 
forebodings  and  predictions  of  failure  of  business,  there  is  the  unanimous 
opinion  today  that  business  is  more  prosperous  than  at  any  previous  time  in 
the  history  of  the  town.  Municipal  improvements  have  been  carried  out;  our 
streets  are  being  well  paved  with  macadam  and  cement,  though  they  said 
before  prohibition  that  grass  would  grow  in  them.  Our  water  and  sanitary 
system  is  of  the  most  approved  order.  Prosperity,  progress  and  proficiency 
are  the  handmaids  of  prohibition. 

There  is  adequate  hotel  accommodation,  withtwo  hotels  run  as  temper- 
ance houses  with  l)etter  equipment  than  in  the  days  of  the  liquor  regime.

PROHIBITION  A SUCCESS  IN 
MANSQNVILLE 

We,  the  undersigned  business  men  and  residents  of  Mansonville,  hearing 
that  our  village  has  been  held  up  as  an  example  of  the  failure  of  prohibition, 
wish  to  declare: 

(1) .  This  village  came  under  prohibition  on  May  1st,  1915,  by  vote  of 
the  municipal  council. 

(2) .  Since  that  time  business  has  not  been  injured,  but,  if  anything, 
has  been  improved  in  our  village. 

(3) .  There  has  been  far  less  drunkenness  in  our  village  under  prohibition 
than  under  license.  Our  town  is  much  drier  under  no-license  than  with 
license. 

(4) .  We  have  never  missed  the  loss  of  the  license  fees  formerly  paid  by 
the  license  holders  to  the  municipality. 

(5) .  Taken  altogether,  we  believe  prohibition  is  a success.

MANY  IMPROVEMENTS  HAVE  FOLLOWED 
PROHIBITION  IN  WEST  SHEFFORD 

We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  West  Shefford,  having  been  informed 
that  certain  false  statements  are  being  circulated  in  Brome  County,  relative 
to  conditions  in  West  Shefford  under  No-License,  desire  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing correct  statement  of  condifions,  and  we  hereby  give  you  permission 
to  publish  the  same  at  your  discretion. 

(1) .  By  action  of  the  Municipal  Council  in  1914  and  also  in  1915  we 
have  had  No-License  here  since  May  1st,  1914. 

(2) .  We  find  that  business  in  all  branches  has  steadily  improved.  Our 
merchants  find  collections  easier  to  make  and  the  monthly  turnover  of 
business  increasing. 

(3) .  We  have  abundant  hotel  accommodations  with  both  horse  and  auto 
livery  facilities. 

(4) .  This  year  the  Council  has  put  in  a cement  sidewalk  to  the  length  of 
one  mile  and  a quarter  at  a cost  of  $4,500. 

(5) .  Other  public  and  private  improvements  to  property  have  been  made 
that  easily  aggregate  $20,000. 

(6) .  It  is  a rare  thing  to  see  a drunken  man  in  West  Shefford,  and  this, 
notwithstanding  there  are  licenses  in  nearby  towns. 

The  absence  of  rowdyism  and  profanity  on  the  streets,  which  was  so  com- 
mon under  license,  the  general  orderliness  and  decency  which  now  prevail,  are 
in  marked  contrast  with  previous  years. 

(7) .  As  to  the  sale  of  liquor  in  West  Shefford,  we  believe  our  town 
furnishes  an  example  of  a community  “going  dry’’  when  it  voted  out  the 
licenses.

We  have  a prohibitory  by-law,  passed  by  our  Municipal  Council  in 
March,  1884,  and  during  the  31  years  following  the  promulgation  of  this  by- 
law we  have  had  no  trouble  in  enforcing  our  law. 

Business  has  been  much  improved,  and  farmers  who  were  badly  mort- 
gaged in  1884  have  been  able  to  pay  their  debts,  and  we  seldom  see  an  intox- 
icated man  in  our  parish.  Temperance  hotel  accommodations  are  good.  We 
would  not  return  to  license  law  under  any  consideration.
